Meanwhile word was received from 
Peking that the Chinese cabinet has 
voted 55,000.000 to defray the ex- 
penses of an expeditionary force of 
40,000 soldiers in Siberia.

Solomon "Fizzle" 


as Father, Says 


Oakland Pastor 


Rev. Frank M. Silsley speak- 


ing last night at the First Pres- 
byterian 
Church on "A Re- 


markable Man "Who Fizzled as 
a Father,'' said: "Solomon was 
a remarkable man ae a luicr, 
administrator, builder and in 
wisdom, but failed as a father. 
And there are gifted fathers to- 
day who are fizzling. They are 
fading in psychology for their 
boys in that they give their boys 
no serious thought along the 
lines of educational and moral 
develepmemt. They give them 
'a certain cash value considera- 
tion. They may want them to 
be smart, world successes but 
they trust their boys' develop- 
ment in character and soul to 
chance and accidental environ- 
ment. They are not much more 
than physical fathers, for they 
have fizzled in being statesmen 
with constructive plans for their 
sons. 


"We often face the paradox 


of a father being a great me- 
chanical, commercial, business 
or professional success, but a 
colossal failure in building up 
hie boy in the things of Cod 
and right, and lofty ideals and 
the fine turns of manhood. 


"It is Solomon who said, 


'Train up a child in the way 
that he should go,' but Reho- 
boam's life shows how his fath- 
er failed as a disciplinarian. 
So many modernized concep- 
tions of parental discipline are 
failures because they are not 
biblical. Among the varieties 
of parental discipline are tKe 
fathers who are too harsh and 
the fathers who are too easy. A 
thoughtful boy will not respect 
a cross, nagging father or one 
whose chastisements are furious 
abuses, nor will he respect very 
deeply a father who is an 'easy 
mark.' 


"An irreverent, reckless fath- 


er has the natural _ tendency 
toward the demoralization of 
his boy. Every boy is handi- 
cappeu in uie race ui ilTo nlivio^

toward winning the war, 150 directors of 
farm bureaus and 50 farm advisers from 
all parts of tho "state assembled this 
morning in Agriculture Hall at the Uni- 
versity of California for a war-time agri- 
cultural conference. 


The session opened with the reading of 
a message from 
President 
Wilson, in 


which the nation's chief executive com- 
mended the work of tha farmers of Cali- 
fornia and called for their increased sup- 
port in helping to bring the -war to a 
successful culmination. 


TO INCREASE OUTPUT. 


Today's session, which is also the an- 
nual meeting of the farm bureau heads, la 
being devoted entirely to a discussion of 
ways and means of increasing the output 
of the farms during the present year. 
Professor C. W. Ruble, assistant state 
farm leader, showed f-"j •necessity for an 
increased pork production to feed both 
the soldiers and the civilians of the na- 
tion. He explained a plan for a porK 
production campaign to be directed by 
the university, -which provides for the 
placing of 40,000 hogs on 20,000 farms in 
order to meet the steadily increasing de- 
mands for pork products. The greatest 
danger, Professor Ruble stated, is seen 
In the decrease 
of breeding animals, 


•which he estimated as ten-per cent dur- 
ing the last year.
